REMARKABLE STANDARD. 
Tho Judges expressed themselves 
‘as.boing astonished not only ‘at the 
largo number of entrics, but at the 
big percentage of prints of ‘high 
» quality, There’ were 50> many 
entries that could be classified as 
of prize-winning merit that the 
Judges found it no easy matter to 
allot the awards, For this reason, 
- competitors who.did not succeed in 
winning. prizes should not be dis- 
couraged; whilst, on the other hand, 
tho actual winners should realise 
that in some instances they only 
just mannged to, beat other com- 
potitors, ‘ 
“Batisfaction is voiced - by. the 
Judges over the fact that the re- 
marks made last year in regard to 
technique and finish have been 
taken to heart, with the result that, 
* gonerally speaking, a grent . im- 
' provement in registored in this 
direction. “Moreover, in’ all the 
classes, the artistic sense of the 
competitors is.shown to have, been
